London, April 20.— The foreign ofllce 
hM anthorind the Associated Press to 
state that the iiows sent out from Cor- 
iuto, Nicuragua, as to the arrival of 
three British warship!! there, tlu* Royal 
Arthur, Satellite luid Wild idwun, for 
the purpose of pressing the claim of 
Oreat BriMin for indemnity from Mioa- 
ngua for th« wipolaion of Mr. Batoh, 
the British oOOMlir tfenli tto., was 
torrect. 

It IS added tliut instructions to the 
British admiral on the Pacific station 
were sent some time ago to insiit apon 
Nloaragna'i oompUaii » with the terms 
of the nltimatnm of Oreat Britain, or, 
failing such cuiiipliauce, to blockade the 
[Mirt »if I'oriiito and beize the customs 
uftiri'rs witluii t wo days after, and tlius 
eutori'f satistactiiin from IS'icaraguu for 
tht insolent lu.iMinir in whiidi British 
snlijwts liuve been treated there. 

(, lii uito is tl»e best jKtrt of the Central 
Aiiurieim states on the Pueifie coast. It 
is tiie most important to Nicaragua as 
it i;- tiie terini.'ial of the line of the 
Central railroad. It is a very old place 
and was formerly called Raelejo. This 
was one of the best Spanish- American 
harbors iu tlie old days, but it is becom- 
ing filled u]) and is now somewhat 
smaller, as to anclioriige. There is no 
diiliculty, however, in the entrance, 
and there is a depth of IH feet of water 
iu the harbor ut low tide. Lk tweeu the 
Island of Cardou and the point of Cas- 
tanonea there is u dangerous bar. 

The port of Han Juan Dei 8ur has a 
hai'bor of average size and there is suf- 
ficieutly goo<l aacliorage. It is tilliug 
with sand, however, and the eutrauce 
jjl beooming choJied, making slapping 
moCB difflomt. Sau Juan Dei Sur is iu 
commanioation with Lake Nioarasna 

?r a maoadaiii road built by the New 
ork and California Trau.<ut company. 
Corinto ia the heaviest import point 
in Nicaragoa. The imports there for 
lttBi-92 were #0.U»tf,80d, while aU im- 
ports to other points did not «aoeed 
|fiOO,000. It is evident from this why 
the Britiah cfaoae Ckwinto for their 
■trike. Almoat one-half of tht imports 
at Cofflnto are from Great Britain, so 
that the British seimreof thecnstom 
honsea will reaolt iu their reoeiviug the 
coKtoina dues from Britiah marohant 
ahips. The British imperta for 1801-82 
were $2,132,001; those of the United 
States come second at tl>497,670: Qer 
many, $l.04:i,035; France, ♦W)8,144. The 
rest of the import trade was with neigh' 
boring South and Central American 
coauuies. 

ine nuiMrts of San Juan Del Bar 
weie sJiab.hCO. As the Connto imports 
average about f.W.OOO monthly, it 
would not take long for Great Britain 
to appropriate the ^i7'»,000 indemnity 
demanded. 

The tnritt' rates of Nicaragua are siK^h 
that the ^it).0ott,W6 of imports in 1.^91 
yielded |ii.0j8,itl3 in customs duties. 
Motit of this was colltrtt d at Corinto. 
At this rate the receipts at Connto 
would reach if75,(R)0 within 30 days un- 
less commuice was diverted to other 
ports. 

It IS a siguiticant fact that the largest 
piu t of Nicaragua's foreign dc in is rep- 
resented by bonds held iu I^ondon and 
payable there in 1919. This foreign 
debt aggregates $ii,10;i,227. The Lon 
don holders have thus far received their 
interest on the bonds very promptly. 
If, however, Nicaragua is crippled by 
the seizure of her customs re<-eii)t8 it 
may react by a failure to met-t the in- 
terest on the bonds lield iu Loudon. 

The diplomatic representatives of the 
Central and South American republics 
are vary mnoh distnrbed by this late 
feature of the case (the meeting of bond 
obllgatious), for they fear that it opens 
a Tista of endless trouble and aggrression 
la tha tutor*. Their idea is that once 
Oiaat Britain has been permitted with- 
out interference to collect this special 
indemnitr. aha will avail herself of the 
aionaa dncad by th* failora of Nica 
ragua to meet her intareat pajmtataou 
foreign debt to aMuma tha taak of col- 
lecting thia torottdy la th* aama man- 
ner, notwithatandlac lha faot th»t the 
failure may be brooghl aboat b^^her 
own seizure of tha • ooalom raoaipts 
which were to be appUad to th* pay- 
ment of this interest. 

Of course this would neoaaaitate the 
iKcupation of Corinto after the original 
iudemniry shall have been oolleoted, 
which would only add to the financial 
distres.s of Nicaragua, and should she 
be then unable, aa seems likely, tu meet 
this last demand, the occupation may 
be prolonged so indefinitely as to 
amount to a periiiauent occupation of 
the territory This is the reasoning of 
the South Americans, and they find in- 
dividual cause for apprehension in the 
fact that almost all ol' these little repub- 
lics owe sums of money to Kuropeau 
bondholders on account of interest or 
principal of national debts, and they 
fear that for the first time the principal 
may be laid down and enforced, that a 
European government may xssume the 
collection of debts owing to its citizens 
M individuals and not tr the European 
nation, a doctrme which they assert 
would be particularly obnoxious if ap 

Itlied to some of the states of the Amer 
can Union which have defaulted in 
(hair dabta to foreign bondholders 
Tbi fntgomit of Ihll Nloaraguan in- 



cident ir< also ten ny tne same aipiomat- 
ist.s to be full of significance to Vene- 
zuela,, untl it is feared by them that 
having once driven in the wedge, (jreat 
Britain can scarcely be expected to re- 
train from pressing forward with very 
vigorous iiieasures in the matter of the 
Venezuelan boundry dispute and at 
once estanlishing herself as the mistress 
of the tJrincKo. 

It is felt liere that the present situa- 
tion is one justifying apprebeiisiou and 
anxiety on tlie p.irt of our own govern 
ment. While it is nut exijccted that 
tlie Nicaragua!! government will offer 
any armed resistence to the landing of 
the British forces, still it is feared that 
dui-ing the tune the town of Cfjrinto is 
occupied by the foroigu(!rs, the natives 
may Ik? restrained with ditliculty, and 
the close contact into which the two 
discordant elements will certainly be 
brought might at any moment lead to 
nn outbreak winding up In a general 
war. 

1 lie tenure of the present Nioaragnan 
government is none too secure, and it is 
felt that it would be expecting almost 
too muoh from it to hope that it could 
resist suocessfally an impnlse of the 
people toward war, then ahonld the 
cause be without probabl* mooaia for 
their side in the and. 

It is evident that our atate depart- 
ment haa not lost sight of this possi- 
bility, for Secretary ChreahaM haa been 
in consultation with the president and 
Nicaraguau minister on tha subject, 
and it is believed that ha haa bean using 
his best elTorta to prevant a resort to ex- 
tremes by intimating that Um in 
demuity had battar be paid. 

NITWOOCY CgWIN E XPLOSIOW. 

Building: Completely DeinollalMd feat For- 
tunately No One Killed. 
Lima, O., April 25. — The most serious 
explosion since the location of the Ohio 
and Indiana Torpedo company 'a factory, 
three miles southwest of tha dty, occur- 
red yesterday aud.waa oaused by nitro- 
glycerin taking fire wUla it was being 
run. 

The makers of the stuff, H. Easton 
and A. M. Underwood, had finished 
their sixth run of the explosive, ami 
were sitting in the factory fating tlu ir 
dinner, when Kastoi; di'tei ted tire in 
the ho.se cimuecting some of the ap- 
paratus. 

He called to Underwood, and they 
ran for liifir hves. The factory is lo- 
cate'! alont: the (J. & E. railroad tracks 
and ,1 I ''eight train was conimi; towai d 
the f.ietory. Easton lan down the 
track and sin'ci-'iied in stoi)ping the 
tiaiu. while Umlerwood ran in the ip 
jjo.site, (hrectioii ami headed olf a fanner 
who was coming tu do some plowing 
.iust below the factoiy. 

The men t>arely had time to accom- 
plish this. %vlien the contents of the 
buildin;,'. several tons f)f jflycerine, let go. 

The building w;us blown into frag- 
ments, and tiie tinil>ers aud heavy ma- 
chinery sc.ittered in all directions. A 
large hole, 00 feet deep and 1(X) in 
diameter, was torn in the earth. At 
the Solur oil refiueiy, a mile aud a half 
away, naarly all the wiadowa were 
broken. 

Tlie factory which went up yesterday 
Ix'longed to the same company whose 
factory blew up a couple of years ago. 
and was located near the same spot. At 
that time Andrew Chute was blown to 
fragments, and Ben Dow aud Tom Mc- 
Hugli badly hurt. They were makers 
of the exploaive. O. R. Potteri a team 
ster near the plaoa, osoaped without a 
scratch.

The Wells-l<'urKo Express company, 
which was the original carrier of the 
two packages containing |85,000 stolen 
from the Adams Express company be- 
tween Ciuoittuati and New Orleans, 
sued the latter company to recover the 
amount which it (the Wells-Fargo) 
hiul made good to the shipper. Com- 
promise negotiations were proceeding 
and Mrs. f^etchani's deposition hod 
iust been read to her. preparatory to 
her signing if. The paper not only 
charged Keteham, who was the inesseu 
ger of the Adams Express company 
wlien the robbery occurred, with the 
robbery, but entered into details as to

Saw Francisco, April 35.— Dnrant 
passed a quiet tiight, and when he en- 
tered .Indgi- Conlon's courtroom he ap- 
peared refreshed, and was as selt-coiii 
posed us ever. He conversed with his 
attorneys eir. nestly. 

Mrs. Aiie'lia Voy f>'sfitied that Miss 
Williams came to her house on the 
afternoon of the murder, and left about 
H o'clock alone. Mrs. VHv was not al- 
lowed to tell where Miss Williams was 
going. Mrs. Voy identified the clothes 
worn by the dead girl when she left the 
house, and whioh wers foand on the 
murdered girl. 

Adolpli Hobs of Oakland testified that 
he had seen Durant at the ferry April 
12 in company with a young lady small- 
er than himself. She wore u cape. 

Dr. <iii)son, the next witness, said he 
had seen Durant (Jooil Friday night at 
the (Christian Kndeavor meeting at Dr. 
Vogel's home. Ue thought Durau«: 
came to the meeting about 9:80 o'clock, 
after the conclusion of the business 
meeting. Durant remained tmtil the 
party broke up. Witueas had seen Du- 
rant alone in the library of the church 
on March 17. Witness waa at tha 
church on the moniing that the body of 
Miss Williams was found. He heard a 
noise in the church, but did not investi- 
gate. He saw MiM Williams for the 
last time to hia certain knowledge 
March i) in tha Snnday school room, 
when she told him she waa going away 
and bid him goodby. 

A new witness in Dennis Welsh, an 
Alameda pdUoeman, aaid he saw Du- 
rant and Miss Williams together in 
Alameda on several occasions about two 
weeks prior to the discovery of the 
young lady's body in the ohurch. 

A new discovery in the Doraut cose 
has been made. When tha body uf 
Minnie Williams was foondin Bmannel 
church, iu searching for traces of the 
murderer, the police and reporters 
found a dark stain on the door of Rev. 
Dr. Gibson's private study to which ha 
only, so far as known, had a key. The 
police decided the stain was ni.i.st 
varn:sli, and liav(! paiil no tiirrln.'r ar 
tention to It. Yesterday, h i\vev>'r. an 
K:;aniini'r reporter sliaved ott a portion 
of the snpposiid varnish stain and a 
microscopic examination showed it was 
bliKxl instead of varnish. The mark on 
the door looked as if it had been causi'd 
by flirting a wet cloth against it, aii(l 
was about 16 inchvis from the H )oi-. 
The supposition is that the luurdcii r. 
in going into the study or atteuipi i.i 
to enter it, brushed his bloody oloilies 
against the door and left the stain.

KENTUOKTOBOPS. 



Wooklj Report of tba Weatbar Bureau 
OB the Outlook la Tkls 
State. 



The weather condition.^ during the first 
half of the week were not favorable to 
the advancement of vegetation, though 
no injurious effects are reported. There 
was a deficiency in sunshine and tem- 
perature, some few localities reporting 
li^bt froflts, from wbiob, howerer, no 
iniury resulted. 

The latter half of tbe week, especially 
Saturday and Sunday, gave a considera- 
ble excess of temperatnre and lonabine, 
from which crops and vegetation gener- 
ally were greatly benefited. Except for 
the heavy showers which prevailed 
throughout tbe northern, western and 
centnu narts of tbe State on tbe night of 
the 16tb, the week was generally dry, 
only a few scattered abowen being re- 
ported. 

The general effect of tbe .above 
deacrlbeid conditions was to advance veg- 
etation slightly forward from the stage 
reported last week. The season is stdl 
backward, but with this exception the 
general outlook is favorable. All farm 
work is well along, the weather condi- 
tions havinjr oU'eied little or no obstacle 
to its progress. 

The cool, cloudy weatlier has favored 
the propagation of cut worms, and the 
lamage from them is reported to lie 
serioius in many counties, especially 
HaUaiil, .Soencer, Tri>rv'. l-o^'an, Simpson, 
Daviess, McLean counties, and in the 
western half of the State generally. In 
Trigg, Mutdenberg, Warren and Todd 
counties the army worm has made its 
appearance, and in many localities 
farmers are ditching to save their crops 
from its ravages. 

Corn planting has made quite steady 
progress during the week. About three- 
tourths of the crop lias been planted in 
the central Counties. 

But little progreas has been made in 
com planting va tbe extreme eagtem 
counties. 

Reports regarding wheat continue to 
be favorable, espedallv tboae received 
from the central counties. 

Oats are coming up nicelv, and tbe 
outlook for a crop is very good. 

Tobacco plants look well except in 
those sections where cot worms have ap- 
peared. From present Indications there 
will be an abundance of pUmti when the 
time for setting arrives. 

Pastures andgrass lands have improved 
greatly. Clover is in good conditiongen- 
erally. Garaen ptntl' is growing nicely. 

As the season advances, it becomes 
more ap])arent that there will be practi- 
cally no peaclies in Kentucky this year. 
S(itue good liloouis are reported from the 
Hiiiitiiern tier counties, but only scatter- 
ing; ones from uther sections of the State. 
The outliiok i.s for an abundant crop of 
apples and a fair one of pears in moat lo- 
calities. Smaller fruits promise a fair 
crop. 

A period of decidedly warmer weather 
with occasioiul showers is most needed 
at prsaent for the progress of all orops.
